There were $1,800,000 of last year’s ap- 
propriations unexpended at the beginning of 
the present fiscal year. All this money is to 
be reappropriated, and the question now be-

Prior to the 
institution of the scandal trial, Mr. Buren 
was striking out vigorously in a liberal direc- 
tion, and astounding the more conservative 
Congregationalists with his erratic notions on 
theological subjects, chief among which was 
his abolition of hell. When the scandal was 
made public, however, and the case came to 
trial, then Mr. Bron suddenly became 


evangelical, and preached sound, square doc- 
trine, which woull not have offended even 
Prof. Partox,—the Pirron of the Swine 
trial, not the other Parton. Now that the 
evidence is all in, however, and the tiresome 
case draws to a close, Mr. Burn once more 
drops his strict evangelical habit, and starts 
off again upon the radical course. On Sun- 
day last he preached upon “ Sectarianism,” 
from which we make a few extracts. With 
regard to sectarianism, Mr. Baron said:

existing with primitive power would reproduce them. 
‘+ With regard to the scientific tendencies of 
the age, Mr. Bexcuzn said: 

The scientific investigations of our time are going to 
be as the grasshoppers are tothe trees of the West— 
they will cut off the leaves of 10,000 archmological in- 
quiries, and if these essential truths are developed 
more perfectly, if the philosophy of the mind goes on, 
you may be sure thata great many customs, & great 
many ecclesiastical laws and orders will lose their pres- 
tige and authority for being divine, a great many 
things that men have been taught to reverence and to 
hold as being revealed of God will be thrown off, and 
there will be a substitution ef new things for the old, 
a substitution of new organizations, new liberties, but 
there will be nothing changed by any progress of sai- 
ence that will touch the foundation. 

Mr. Bexouzr concluded with a sop to the 
Pope, which will undoubtedly relieve the 
mind of the Holy Father upon the subject of 
Congregationalism : 

All through the history ‘of the world people have 
been divided upon the most trivial things.

THE NATIONAL TREASURY. 
The well-informed Washington correspond- 
ent of the New York Bulletin furnishes 8 
statement of facts concerning the financial 
condition of the Treasury during the present 
fiscal year. The Government fiscal year be- 
gins July 1, and the receipts and expendi- 
tures for each quarter of the present year are

It will be seen that up to the lst of April 
there was an excess of expenditures of over 
two millions of dollars; but during April 
and up to the 15th of May there was an in- 
crease in the receipts, both from customs and 
internal revenue, The deficiency in the first 
nine months of the year, as given, does not 
include the sum paid into the sinking fund 
and for the redemption of legal tenders, 
which would have made the deficiency about 
six millions of dollars. Taking the improved 
receipta for April and May, it is now 
thought that the aggregate receipts for 
the year will be, customs, 156,000, 
000; internal revenue, $112,000,000; total, 
268,000, 000. The estimated receipts made 
a year ago were $262,000,000. But the 
expenditures for the year have been reckless- 
ly increased by the spendthrift appropria- 
tions made by Congress. The Secretary also 
will carry out his policy of paying into the 
sinking fund $31,000,000. The sum, how- 
ever, will be taken from the amount of gold 
on hand, and while it will reduce the balance 
of cash on hand, will not enter into the gen- 
eral account of recsipts and expenditures, 
though it certainly dught to do so. It is an 
expenditure of money raised by taxation, and 
is in every sense an expenditure. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has already 
purchased over $7,000,000 6 per cent bonds 
for the sinking fund, and the other $24,000,- 
000 will be redeemed on the 11th of June. 
He has now on hand $71,000,000 in gold. 
Out of this he has to pay this $24,000,000, 
and $25,000,000 of July interest. He has, 
however, but $3,500,000 currency en hand, 
and may have to convert gold into currency 
to meet current expenditures. That the 


the revenue bills added nothing to the in- 
come of the Treasury. At the close of 1875, 
the amount of the outstanding 6 per cent 
bonds will be reduced to $1,067,000,000, and 
the 5 per cent bonds will amount to 6615, 
000,000.
